!We have tlie honour to submit the Annual Report on tlie 
lidtftiiiistration of the State for the year 1906-1907, to which as usual 
the several Departmental Reports are attached. The delay in the sub- 
mission of the report is due to the illness of the Vice-President. 

2. Your Highness was pleased to appoint Maharajkumar Raj 
Rajendra Narayan as an Extraordinary Member of the State Council with 
effect from the 11th of February 1907. 

Babu Priyanath Datta, m.a., b.l., Civil and Sessions Judge of the 
Stale, Registrar of Deeds and Judicial Member, State Council, was 
granted privilege leave of absence for one month with effect from the 
21st of May 1906. Babu Raj Krishna Das, l.c.e.. Assistant Civil Judge, 
was placed in charge of the Civil and Registration Departments, and Babu 
Hari Das Mukherji, m.a., b.l., Fouzdari Ahilkar of the State, in that of the 
Sessions Department.

that District formed the subject of a long dorresponclenoe with the British 
authorities, and it was Anally settled on tlie recommendation of the Dewan 
that the boundaiT was to he relaul according to tl>e later aevenue survey 
of 1868-70. With the consent of Your Highness a special survey estnb- 
Hshraent was appointed for the purpose, the cost being paid equallj^ by the 
British Government and llie Gooch Behar State. This establishment 
completed its work in 1898-99 and its line was approve! of by Govern- 
ment and accepted by Your Highness. When, liowever, the maps were 
forwartled to tlie Surveyor-General of India, certain mistakes were detected 
ill his office and it became necessary to test in places the work already 
done. Mr. G. O’Donel, Sub-Assistant Superintendent, Survey of India, 
was deputed to the work. He found the demarcalion of the special 
establishment was, practically correct except near the Jaldhaka liiver; 
where an area of nearly 240 acres was found to appertain to JaJpaiguri and 
not to Gooch Behar. With the object of setting this long standing 
dispute at rest Your Highness accepted Mr. O’Donel’s view and from a 
letter since received from the Deputy Gommissioner of Jalpaiguri it is 
understood that the line will be marked on the ground during the next 
field season. As in the case of the survey of 1898-99 the cost of testing 
has also been borne equally by Government and the Gooch Behar State. 

12. Pleadenhip Examination . — A Lower Grade Pleadership Exaini- 
liation was held in the State in December 1906. Only natives of Gooch 
Behar, who had passed the Entrance Examination, were held eligible for the 
examiiialion. Out of fourteen such candidates who appeared at the exami- 
nation, five passed. This was the third examination for ])leadersbip held in 
the State, the two previous ones having been lield in 1886 and in 1896. 

‘ 13. Crops and condition of the people .— Behar was visited by a 

very heavy flood in the Ist weekof August 1906, which caused nolittle misery 
and loss. The flood occurred in all the Sub-divi'ions but the greatest damage 
was done to 28 Taluks in the Mathabhanga Sub-division. All the 
roads suffered more or less, and owing to the destruction of two large 
liVidges and some other breaches on the line from GUaldah to Goocli 
Behar, railway communication was suspended for four days from the 6th 
August. Telegraphic coniinunication was stopped for 24 hours on the 6tlj 
of August, jjhtle or no damage was done to jute, the loss to Bitri 
paddy was about 4 annas, and the late paddy also suffered. Rs. 1,500 
were spent in gratuitous relief to the really needy, and a loan, under the 
A‘»ricultural Loans Act XII of 1884, of ils. 6,000 was given to the cuL 
ligating Jotedars and Ghukariidars who really stood in urgent need in 
those affected Taluks, the maximum amount of the loan not exceeding 
Ki'BOin eacli case. The Dewan submitted to Your Highness througu 
the Gouncil a detailed report on the; flood. 

^ "'^here was a' serious out break of cholera confined for the^ most part to 
the tracts which had been ipundated. High prices were obtained for jute 
InA food-grains.

As provided in the budget for tlie year phder review Bs. 140,000 as 
representing the annual contribution of one lakh, plus half the price of 
the Simla property in accordance with Tour Highness's wishes as expressed 
Wit the time of the sale, was paid into the Children’s Fund. It was found 
during the year that the contemplated addition of 1,06,000 to the Beserve 
Fund could not, in view of unavoidable expenditure, be made, and 
Bs. 56,000 was re-ai|propriated to administrative , expenditure, — Bs. 10460 
in connection with Experimental Agriculture and Rs. 38,404* i» grain 
cpropensation allowance, the remainihg lls. 12,546 on various small accounts.

The increased'expenditure oftder Household was due mainly to an 
increased expenditure of Hs. 83,611 for Your Highness’s purely persotnal 
expenses, Us. 60,000 for the Children’s Fund, Rs. 1 9,146 for Sliooting Camp, 
Be. 15,551 for Band and to the expenditure of Rs. 56,044 in connection 
t«i^ bills incurred for decorating Woodlands at the time of Tlieir Royal 
Higliness’ visit whicli were adjusted after the close of 1905-06. 

Your Highness reserved Rs. 3,60,000 for personal expenditure, wliile a 
further provision of Rs. 64,465 was made under this head in the Budget to 
adjust certain advances taken in previous years. These were duly adjusted. 
The total sum of Rs. 4,14,455 was increased during the year by an addition 
ofRs, 44,013, of which Rs. 35,000 were required on account of expenses 
incurred in connection with Her Highness’s visit to England. 

The increase under the l^ead Administration is due to the purchase, 
with the sanction of Government, of the locations known as Lansdowne 
and Silver Springs, adjoining Colinton, the price being Rs. 33,600. An 
increased provision of Rs. 10,000 was made for the experimental tobacco 
farm and throughout tlie State and Zemindaries grain compensation 
allowance amounting to Rs. 33,404 was given on the following system 

(1) . At Re. 1 per month to all servants drawing Rs. 10 per month 

and under for nine months with a month’s pay as bonus. 

(2) . A bonus of pne month’s pay to all officers drawing a monthly 

salary exceeding Bs. 10 and not exceeding Rs. 30. 

(3) . A bonus of half a month’s pay to all officers drawing a salary 

exceeding Rs 30 but not exceeding Rs. 60 per month. 

IS. Chakkjat Mlates.-^To^ethet with Rs. 24,037 credited^ m 
miscellaneous receipts the total collections amounted tolls. 4,47,608, which 
excecdtsd those for the previous year by Rs. 10,266. This satisfactory 
result is at tributed to increase in demand due to new settlements and to 
the rise ill price of jute and fbod-grainS^r In the amount of mMlaneous 
receipts is included a sura of Rs. 5,000, being the proceeds of sale to 
Government of the house in the town of Jalpaiguri known as the Nripendra 
Narayan Hall. The expenditure, amounting to lls. 2,51.601, exceeded 
that for the previous year by Rs. 2062, owing to payment of gram compen- 
sation allowance. 

19. Panga . — The coRecfions fm^Panga amounted to Rs. 81,648, 
showing a slight increase of Bs. 456 over the figure for tlie previous year. 
There was an increase of Rs. 1662 due to the settlement owrations linder 
expenditufe. A further deposit of H«. 8,900 wti8"ra.de to Oovemment for 
expenses connected with Pahga Settlement, thus ormging un ^al 





original estimate and the Kumar also having expressed his inability to 
bear further expenditure, it was dechled not to apply for settlement of 
fair rent by the Settlement 085 cer, whose operations closed at Panga during 
the year. We shall have to make our own arrangement for amicably 
Bettling the rent. The Kumar, we are glad to state, has agreed to Join us 
in tliis iyork. Contrary to our expectations the Director of Land Hecords 
and Agriculture, Eastern Bengal and Assam, has refused to recover pro- 
portionate costs of settlement from the undertenants. Ihe settlement has 
thus proved most expensive ; the original estimate framed by ^vemment 
having been very nearly doubled, and there being no recoveries. 

20. Darjeeling Estate . — Tnis was under the direct management of 
the Superintendent of the State. 

The total revenue obtained during 1906 was Es. 66,679, the total 
3xpenditure Us. 44),303. 

In the a|)pen(lix, as stated above, the revenue shows an increase 
of Us. 17,665, Tins is, however, more apparent tlian real, as the dgure* 
for 1905 relate only to nine months of the year, those for 1906 to 
the full calendar year. Us. 6,333 were spent on original works, Ks. 8,186 
in final adjustment of the cost of introducing electric light into the 
houses and Us. 3,000 was added to the Insurance Fund in tlie Treasury, 
which now stands at Es. 9,916. 

During the year a house was commenced for the Dewan of the Stato 
on the upper Castleton site. 

21. £udi/et Estimate far 1907-08.--The revenue for the year has been 
estimated at Us. 24,11,442 against Es. 23,56,219 of 1906-07 and 
Es. 22,80,863 of 1905-06, showing an increase of Es. 55.223 and of 
Es. 1,30,579 respectively. 

^ The expenditure has been put down at Es. 23,62,350, leaving a sur- 
plus of lls. 49,092. The provision under Children’s Fund is Es. 1,60,000 
and under Ueserve Fund lls. 60,000. 


Your Highness has reserved a sum of Es. 4,00,000 for purely per- 
sonal expenses. In addition to this a provision under this head has been 
made of Es. 59,000 for adjustment of advances, of lls. 70,000 for purchase 
of shares in the proposed Cigarette Company, giving a total of Rs. 5,29,000. 
Advances to the amount of Es. 1 7,000 remain unadjusted of which Es. 16 000 
represpjt the sum guaranteed by Your Highness for tlie Indian Industrial 
Exlnbition, and which, we l.ope, may be recovered. We would draw Your 

Highnes^ s attention to the increased expenditure on the Band, a sum of 

lU 8^000, Pjovi'led in the Budget for 1907-08. the expenditure in 
1900-07 being Rs. 38,686, wherens for the three past years expenditure under 
tins head amounled do Ea. 67.695. The provision for Shooting Gaiiip 
remains at Hs. 16,000. ^ ^ ^ ^

24. expenditure,— -The provision made for capital expenditure 
was Rs. 5,000 during the year of report. 

The question of the conversion of the to metre gauge has 

been under discussion, and we hope that if, as suggested by the Manager of 
the Eastern Bengal State B.aitway, Col Oowie, e.e., the rolling stock is 
purchased by Government, we may be able at an early date to deposit the 
cost of conversion estimated roughly at four lakhs of rupees without having 
recourse to a loan for the purpose. 

25. Working Jgreemnt of the Cooch Behar State liailwap,—Xn agree- 

ment was entered into, during the year under report, between the Secretary 
of State in Council for India and Tour Highness for the working of the 
Gooch Behar State Railway by the Eastern Bengal Slate Railway Admum- 
tration. Under the agreement, wliicli came into effect from the let « 
January 1907, tlte Eastern Bengal Stnte Railway will maintain and work 
the Cooch Behar State Railway, will have the entire control of the trains

' S^eral c^es, in which wives desert their husbands, are not brought to 
the notihe of the Courts. The people are* arrare that, if the wires (nmo are 
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in t&e hands of the pacamour or of #ke mereenary piatODts) deoiy the 
mamage, the Fouzdari Courts can do nothing hut refer the agg^ved hushaaod 
to the Civil Court. A civil suit is both expeiisive and harassing,'’ The Foiizdaa 
Ahilkar reports that several well-to-do local Mahomedans think that the 
introduction of the Marriage Registration Act for the registration of both 
Bindu and Mahomedan marric^es, as is in force in Government Districts, may be 
Gi great help in the State. He further states that there will be no ^fficulty 
in connection with th.e working of a simple Act on the lines of the Gk)vemment 
Act I of 1876. The question will be referred to Coimcil. 

10, Village Chowkiiinr^t . — ^The number of Chow'kidars was 1,674 against 
1,670 of the previous year. The number of Chowkidars was increased by 4 in 
Sudder and ToofangunJ. • 

The introduction of the amended Chowkidari Act into the wliole State 
has so far proved a success. The Bakijay system has been discontinued and 
the number of Bakijays has fallen to nil. During my tours of inspections 
I made enquiries and am glad to report that the Punchayets do their W'ork 
voluntarily. The statement .below shows the working of the Chowkidari 
Fund

The minimum and maximum pay of Chowkidars w'as Rs. 4-8-6 and Rs. 6 
in the year as during the preceding year. Rs. 824 w'as paid to Chowkidars 
as Rewards, Gratuity and Khoraki. 

A proposal for raising the pay and status of Chow^kidars is under con- 
sideration. 

11. Cattle Founds . — The number of Cattle Pounds w'as 83 against 80 of 
the previous year, showing an increase of 3 only, and the gross receipts from the 
Pounds amounted to Rs 10,279-4-9 against Rs. 9,406-0-3. Deducting Rs. 709-16, 
the cost of maintenance and establishment and the I'ewards paid for destroying 
stray dogs, the net profit to the State was Rs. 9,669-6-9 against Rs. 8,7 IG-I for 
tlie preceding year. 

12. Faldihari Bench . — The Bench at Haldibari continues to do useful 
work. 128 cases were tried during the year against 231 of the previous year. 
The increase in the year previous was due to the introduction, of the new rule 
for the registration of carts. 

13. The Veterinary Institution and Cattle Disease and JJaftics.— Cattle 
disease was reported from the interior of all the Sub-divisions. The Veterinary 
Assistant visited several of the Talooks where cattle disease prevailed, and gave 
medicines and instruction to the people. The Veterinary Institution proved 
useful. There were 192 deaths against 832 in the preceding yeas.

There was a h-iavy flood about the beginning of August^ causing serious 
damage to the read t and bridges, and the railway line was hr^hed in* several 
places. Through traffic and the telegraphic and postal communications wei^ 
suspended. 

Some Talooks to the north of Mathabhangp, Sub-division suffered most 
and every assistance was rendered to the people ol these places. 

The price of food-grains was very high during the year and the interrup- 
tion of through commuuication increased the rise in the price as farther import 
was suspended. 

The price of jute also was above the average*; The extraordinary high 
price of jute helped to thieve the distress of the people arising from high 
price of food-grains. 

A flight of locusts passed over the State in November. They took a 
north-westerly direction and did only a slight damage to the Bahi crops of a 
few Talooks in the State.

privilege leave, and the Senior Inspector, Babu Joti Nath Ghatterji, held 
charge of the office. 

16. <7os#.— The budget ptovision was Es. 54,914, while the expenditure 
was Es. 63,745. The saving n^as due to unexpended pay and casualties. 
During the year the cost of the force employed on purely police ^<^ork, viz., 
(Es. 14,300) or 4'84 pies per head of population, was the same as in the year 
preceding.

36* Fa^aiMfy nr^ Bad CAamc/ar.— There were 6 such oases inclu^in^ 4 
pwidinjr from the previ^^^ year adjust 15 in the 'year preceding. Five ended in 
eonviction aud in 1, the accused were discharged. 

Summary , — I am far from satisfied with the workiag * of this 
Department. The detective work is very bad ; and the cases when sent np 
appear to be equally mismanaged in Court. Of twelve cases of heinous crime, 
in which special reports were submitted, the accused were acquitted by the 
Sessions Court in three cases, in three others the oximes remained xmdetected 
and the stolen projwrty, which was a considerable amounh unrecovered, and 
the accused were in two cases (escape from Police custody) fined ils. 10 and, 
Es. 6, respectively. In the 4 other oases (1 of Daooity and 3 of murder) 
one of the accused in a murder case was sentenced by the learned Sessions 
Judge to 3 months rigorous imprisonment, the other accused dying in hajat; 
in a Dacoity case, the accused M'as sentenced to 6 months rigorous imprison- 
ment, while in other murder cases the accused were sentenced to rigorous 
imprisonment for 2 and 3 years respectively. 

In several cases the trying Magistrates passed severe strictures on the Police 
and unless there is during the year a marked improvement, I shall be compelled 
to suggest to Your Highness the desirability of importing into the thanks 
of inspecting officers some fresh talent from outside. 

I do not, however, attribute this undesirable state of affairs entirely to the 
Police. The lenient sentences passed by some of the Courts are a direct 
encouragement to crime, and cases have come before me, where confessions 
made, it appears, quite voluntarily when away from police influence, have been 
retracted, and the plea of torture believed without any evidence to support it. 
The attitude of the Court in similar cases makes a conviction in any im- 
portant case in which a confession has been recorded, well nigh impossible. 


III.-JUL AND LOCK-UPS. 


38, Charge of the Jail,— Bahu Haridas Mukerji was in charge of the 
Jail throughout the year. 

39, Jail The admissions to the JaU during the year were 322 

against 334 in the previous year. Of these, 197 were convicted, 11 Civil priso- 
ners, 111 imdertrials and 3 were lunatics. 


Of the total Jail population, 300 were discharged, 291 were released, 
5 were transferred and 4 died, leaving 109 in the Jail at tlie close of the yei^. 
There was no escape during the year. Of the 291 released, 179 were convicted, 
96 un4ertrials, 14 Civil prisoners and 2 lunatics. Of the 179 convicts released, 
161 were released on expiry of sentence, 14 on appeal and 4 under mark 
system. 

Of the 5 prisoners transferred, one was removed to each of the following 
places:— Pertapgurh, Mazufferpur, Tufangunj, Dinhata and Mekligunj. 

40. Health of The health of the prisoners during the year 

WM good. The niixubcr of pnsoners tliOft died during the yoar ws.s 4 as cotupatod 
unth y in the previous year. One of these died from fever, one from dysentery 
one firom debility and old age and one from colic and exhaustion. 


41. Mmtloynxent of Prisoners . — ^The industries on which the prisoners 
were emplOTed were carpentry, grinding wheat, making mustard-oU, weaving 
guimy cloth, making twme and Jiope, mauiifacturing crushed food, manufao- 
tunng rnplas^, manufacturing aerated water, breaking stones for road metal 
xnakmg ba^bw^msts and baskets, gardening &o. They were also employed in 
Wpamng the Jafl bufldmg and extra mural work. The number emploW on 
manulaetuxe was i5'26 against 9 81 in the previous year. 
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42. Earnings — The gross earnings for the year were Bs. 3,395-*4-6 against 

3,200-12 in the preceding year, and the net earnings were Bs 2,089-8 
against B* 1,829-13 in the preceding year. The gross cost of tiie Jail was 
fe 8,374-1-6 against Bs 8,75*7-1 in the preceding year. The average cost of each 
prisoner was Bs 94-1-6 against Bs 106-1-10 and the net cost Rs. 65-15-6 
against Bs, 67-8-9. 

The amount paid into the Treasury during the year was Bs. 13,498-1-6 
against Bs 9,134-7-6 in the preceding year. Tlie increase in receipt is ascribed 
by the OIRcer-in-charge to the larger sah; of crushed food, mustard-oil and soda 
water duritig the year under report. The introduction of tlie soda water 
industry has proved successful, 'i he collection of outstanding dues was larger 
during the year than in the preceding year. A statement shewing the

The number of punish- 
ments inllicted Avas larger than that of 1904-05 and 1905-06, shoAving the 
strictness of discijiliue maintained liy the ncAV Jailor. I'his AAas most desirable. 

47. Female Prisoners. — Sc'ven female prisoners aa’cia', during the yejir, 
admitted into tlu' Jail against live in the previous year. I'lie daily avejragc 
numbin’ Avas r 40 as comjiared Avith 1 57 in the preceding year. 

48. Juvenile Offenders. — Ten Juvenile OJfenders were, during the year, 
admitted into the jail against 14 in the previous year.

— Four hundred and ninety-seA’cn prisoners were admitted 
into the four Sub-divisional lioek-ups during the year as against 331 prisoners 
in the previous year. One prisoner escaped from the Mathahhanga Lock-up 
during the year, lie avus recajitured. 

— "Due care was taken in 
dieting and AA’ater-supjdy. The Superintendoat of the State, the DcAvan and

64,242 in the 
revised budget. The grant for the previous year was Rs. 64,981. The 
expenditure was Rs. 64,204 against Rs. 64,836 in the previous year. 

The receipts for the year were Rs. 446 against Rs. 810 of the previous 
year. 

The Statement N, hereto appen lei, will shew the mileage of roads in the 
State and the cost incurred on them daring the year and the Statement M. 
will shew the details of works done. 


64. Original Works . — The total cost of original works dono during the 
year was Rs, 27,160 against Rs. 20,625 of the previous year. 

65. Shutunga Bridge . — The principal original work done during the 
year was the construction- of a bridge over the Sixutunga Nadi below Matha- 
bhanga. In order to complete the bridge during the year a loan of Rs. 10,000 
was obtained from the State. The bridge was completed during the year 
and opened with great ceremony by Your Highness ou the 14th April 1907. 
The total length of the bridge is 339 ft. divided into 8 spans. It is the largest 
of the road bridges in the State and the style is substantial. Very few such 
bridges jtre to be seen in the neighbouring districts. The foundiation of the 
bridge is based on masonry wells of elliptical section of major diameter ll'-A' 
and minor diameter 7'-4' sunk to a depth from 16' to 20' in a bed Of sand. 
A strata of hard compressed solidified mass of it liad to be pierced through, ychich 
caused some delay, and the difficulty was overcome by the use of steam power. 
The abutments and wing walls are on three walls. There afo oight piora and 
two abutments raised to a height of 18ft. on which rests the steel Joists Of 
approved section. The platform rests on steel corrupted jtltites overtopped 
with a bed of concrete and protected by strong railing on both sides. The 
Width of the bridge is ISft, so that two carts may go abreast. The eost 
adjusted during the year was 26,901.

There was a 
decrease of 22 institutions and of 626 and 363 in the nominal roll and the 
average daily attendance of pupils, owh^ to the heavy flood and the rise in 
the price of food stuffs.

The three Sub-divisional Higher English Schools sent up 15 boys to the 
last Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University. Of these 12 
were successful against 2 in the previous year. Three of the 1 2 successful boys 
were placed in the Ist Division, 7 in the 2nd and 2 in the 3rd. One of those 
who passed in the 1st Division was a Native of Gooch Debar. The result is 
satisfactory. In the Divisional Scholarship Examinations the Cooch Debar 
Schools passed 9 Middle English, 24 Middle Vernacular and 42 Upper Primary 
Scholars against 9, 41 and 36 of the preceding year. Over 50 per cent, of 
those who passed the Middle Scholarship Examinations, were Natives of the 
State. From the Girls’ School one girl appeared in the Middle Vernacular and 
13 in the Lower Primary Scholarship Examination. Of these, 11 passed : 7 in 
the 1st Division and 4 in Uie 2nd against 2 in the preceding year. In the 
Lower Primary Scholarship Examujation conducted by Local Doard of Exami- 
ners, 478 hoys went up from 211 schools. Of these, 278 boys passed against 
243 in the preceding year. 


At the last Sanskrit Scholarship Examination, one candidate appesured firom 
Pundit Dam Sanker Tarkaratna’s Tole. The Temple Scholarship was awarded 
to him. 

78. Sub-dipieional Sigher JEhiglish Schools.— At the close of Hie VeOl 
the three Sub-divisional Higher English Schools had on their rolls 610 pupils 
against 499 in the preceding year, And the average daily attendanee was 
$71 against 367 in the preceding year. The strength of the spho nla improved 
last year by 11 and the average daily attendance by 14. The of i^ys 

increased in the Mathabhapga and Mekligunj Schools by $0 tod 1, respectively, 
hut decreased by 20 in Hie Dinhata School during the Tear. The financed oon* 
dition of these schools continued to be saj^bfacto^ and the total ooDedHon 
fees and fines rose from Es. 4,840-6-6 W 
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to Es. 11,098^0. Oi Ihis, 
aM Es. 6,896.16-0 waa jJi^ from the 
temal local aotiroes. The expenditure ou these schools in the preoe^ng J;ea» 
was Ee. 10, 094.2-8. The increase waa due to the increment M salSiies 
^yen to the Head Maater and the Sanskrit Pundit of the Mekligunj 
School and ^e Head Master, Additional Master and 0th Master ‘of the 
.P^nhata Sdiool, as well as to the grant of Grain Compensation Allowance to 
the teachers of these schools who had a service of more t.hftn 6 years. 


The introduction of s Establishments in connection with 

each Higher English School and the Middle English School at Tufangunj, as 
proposed last year, is under consideration. I hope to see it carried out before 
the end of the current year 

The impending changes in the condition of these schools, as involved by 
the requirements ot tlie recent University Regulations, areAngagmg attention, 

79. Middle English Schools . — The number of regular Middle English 
Schools and Middle English Classes attached to Model Schools stood at 11 
against the same number in the preceding year. These schools had a nominal 
roil of 463 pupils on the 31st March last, and of these, 319 attended daily on 
an average against 602 and 358, respectively, in the preceding year. 

The expenditure on these schools amounted to Rs. 6,270*1'1 against 
Rs. 6,038"2-3 in 1905-06, Of this, Rs. 2,916-10-8 was paid by the State and 
Rs. 3,363-6"6 met from various local sources. 


Twenty-three candidates from these schools were sent up to the Middle 
English Examination. Of these, 9 passed. The result, though better than 
that of last year, is not satisfactory. 

80. State Model Schools . — The number of State Model Schools reirnined 
the sauKi, i.e., 12, as in the preceding year. The number on the rolls on the 31st 
March last was 878 against 913 in the preceding year and the average daily 
attendance 678 against 664 in the preceding year. 

The expenditure on the Model Schools amounted to Rs. 4,964-13-7, of wliich 
Rs, 3,239-1-10 was paid by the State and the rest Rs. 1,725-11-9 raised from 
fees and fines. The corresponding figures of the preceding year were Rs. 6,115, 
Rs. 3,436-4-9 and Rs. 1,678-11-3 respectively. 

To the last Middle and Upper Primary Scholarship Examinations tfie 
Model Schools sent up 48 candidates against 71 of the year preceding, and of 
these 16 passed as against 19 in 1906-06, The result is not satisfactory. 

81. Middle Vernacular Aided Schools — On the 31st March last there 
were 14 Middle Veimacular Schools in the State maintaiued under the Grant- 
in-aid System against as many in the preceding year. They had a nominal 
roU and an average daily attendance of 649 and 4(*1, respectively, against 694 
and 463 in the preceding year. There was a decrease both in the roU number 
and daily attendance. 

The expenditure on these schools amounted last year to Rs. 3,890-6-11, of 
which Rs. 2,248 was paid by the State and Rs. 1,642-6-11 was met from the 
local sources. The corresponding figures for the preceding year were Rs. 3,96-1-4, 
Rs. 2,097 and Rs. 1,857-4. 

These schools sent up 30 candidates to the last Middle Vernacular and 
Upper Primary Scholarship Examination against 26 in the preceding year. Of 
these, 7 or 23 per cent, came out successful against 42 per cent, in 1905-06. The 
results were unsatisfactory. 

The whole question of improving these Middle Schools hi engaging my 
attention. They are at present not at all satisfactory, and need closer inspection, 

82. Special -There were three Special Schools on the 31st March 

last, waf., the Sunity CoRege for girls and the Nagri and the Persian Schools^

84. Lower Priamr^ Sohoola.—^Ai the close of the year under review there 
TTOre 191 Lower frimarjr Schools for hoys in the State. Of ^ese, 130 were 
aided and 61 i^aided against 135 and 76, respectively, in the preceding year. 

There were 6,454 pupils on the rolls of these 191 Lower Primary Schools 
m th© State against 659841 pupils that attended 210 institutions in the preeading 
year. The average strength and attendance of each Lower Primary School 
were 33'79 and 22'9 against 33‘01 and 22*4 in the preceding year. 

The escpenditure on these institutions was Rs. 11,881-13, of which 
Es. 4,635-04 was paid by the State and Es. 6,846-12-6 by the people. 

^ Two hundred and eleven of these schools sent up 473 candidates last year 
against 465 candidates sent up from 178 Lower Primary Schools for the Lower 
Primary Sohcdarship Examination in the preceding year. Leaving out 81 
absentees, 278 of the 442 that were actually examined were successful : 166 were 
placed in the 1 st Division and 122 in the 2 nd Division. Tlie Superintendents of 
the Examination in the different centres distributed with my sanction Es. 440 
as rewards to fi-urus and their pupils on the result of this examination. The 
system of reward has proved successful in a greater degree year after year. 

86 , Mght Bchooh.—Ai the end of the year there were 33 Night Schools 
in the State against as many in the preceding year. Of these, 13 were aided 
and 20 unaided. 


There were 544 pupils on the rolls of the 83 Night Schools in the State 
a^inst 684 in tlie preceding year, and the average (hiily attendance of these 
schools was 36 S ngainst 881. 

Tim expenditure on these schools amounted to Es. 666 - 12 , of which Es. 318 
was paid by the State and Es. 338-12 received from local sources. 

, The Nigfct Schools sent up 62 candidates to the Lower Primary Examina- 
tion. Of these 26 were successful. 


86 . OirU 6 !< Aoo^s.— The year closed with 4 Lower Primary Oirls* Schools 
in th® State, of which 3 were aided and one unaided against 6 aided and 2 un- 
aided in the preceding year.

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^e tcW expenditure amounted to Bs/ 25, ttie year under 
report against Bs. 24,199-9-0 in the preceding year (excluding certain extra- 
ordinary charges met from savings in the Sttperintendent of State’s Office 
budget or Bs. 24,559-3-3 including those charges). Hiis shews an excess 
of Bs. 740-0-11 which is more than covered by the grant of Bs. 1,760 fbr 
Scientific Apparatus during -the year. The receipts fell from Bs. 192 
in 1906-06 to Bs. 79-4 in the year under report. The new Begulations 
do not ordinarily allow transfer in the course of an aeadeniic year, 
thus leading to a diminished collection of transfer-fees, which were the main 
source of receipts in the General Department so long as tuition-fees were 
not charged. 

92. Library and Laboratory. — Bs. 1,000 was spent during the year 
on Books, Magazines, Scientific Apparatus and Chemicals &c. 

93. ZIn werdty E-vaminations. — One student appeared at the M. A. Exa- 
mination in English held in November 1906 and ho obtained a First Class. 

Twelve students were sent up to the B. L. Examination, of whom 10 
appeared and five were successful, one being placed in the first Division. 

94. Eighty-one students appeared at the B. A Examination but only 16 
passed, one with Honour in History. The result is w'orse than has been the 
case for several years. 

Sixty-two s( udents went up to tbo F. A. Examination and 36 passed : two 
in the 1st Division, 10 in the 2nd Division and 24 in tlie 3rd. 

95. Eiscipline . — Discipline was generally maintained llirougbout the 
yetir. There was a case of fraud committed by a student Avbo gav(! out bis 
name as Abual Khayer Mahomed Ibraliiin, and got himself admitted into the 
College on the strength of a forged transfer certificate. The fraud was detected 
and the student was prosecuted and convicted. 

The new College Building was completed during the year though the 
College did not move into it until after the expiry of the official year. Two 
new appointments were created — those of a Professor of History and a 
Professor of Chemistry, Babu Hridoy Krishna De, m.a., was appcijited to the 
latter appointment. 

It was settled that a tution-foe should be charged from the ensuing session, 
and the fee w^as subsequently fixed at Bs. 3 per month. In addition to the 
10 Shite Scholarships a largo number of free-ships has been kept reserved for 
deserving candidates. The following is a summary of the rules passed for 
awarding Stipends and Freeships : — 

]. Six Stiponds of tho viilne of Us. 10 a month tenablo for two years, election being 
made in order of meidt on the result of a College Examiuaiioti to bo held within 6 weeks 
of the College re-o])ening after the Summer Vacation. No student i)ttssiiig ia the third 
division will he eligible for a stipend. 

2. Free-stndentslii[>s to native.s of Cooch Behar. 

3. Twenty Free-studontships to other deserving students : 

4. Twenty Free-studentships to sons and near relatives of non-gazetted officers in His 
Highness’s State Service. , 

The new Begulations of the University came into force from the 11th 
August 1 906 and the internal arrangements of tlie College as weU as of the 
College Boarding House and the Students’ Messes were re-modelled dn that basis. 
It was further decided to equip the Science Department of the College for the 
teaching of Science under the new conditions in the Intermediate Classes, and 
in this view a sum of Bs. 1,750 from savings under Establishment together 
with an estimated saving of about Bs. 3,500 in the Public Works Department 
budget from the grant of Bs. 60,000 for the College Building, was sanctioned 
for the improvements of the Laboratory and for necessary equipment. 

III.— Jenkins School. . 

96. iS'/rew^^A.-r-The number of boys on the roll on the Slst 
March 1907 was 394 against 419 in the preening year, showii^ a deerease 
of 26 hoys. Of these 93 or 23 6 per cent, were natives of Cooch Behar against 
lOB or 23-8 per cent, of the preceding year. The decrease in the number of 
students was due to various causes, including lack of accommodation. 
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97. Ineomff. receipt from fees and fines anrounted to iJs. 7,173-10 
Igainst lis. 7,263-9 in tlie preceding year. The decrease was due to the 
vesB number of paying students. 

98. MjjmdUitre.— The total expenditure amounted to Esf 11,640-14-4 
as against Rs. 11,063-2 in the preceding year. The expenditure on Estab- 
lishment included Rs. 370-8, paid as grain 'compensation allowance and 
Rs. 56 for rent of a house for the Mahomedan students’ mess. The 
net cost to the State in maintaining the school during the year was 
Rs. 4,467-4-4 against Rs. 3,799-9 and the State cost of educating each pupil 
was Rs. 1 1-6-6 against Rs. 9-1^1 in the preceding year. 

99. Tutorial Staff. — The Additional Master, Babu Heramba Chandra 
Mukherji, did not rejoin on the expiry of the four months leave without 
pay granted to him from March 1906. No permanent arraiigement could be 
made for the post during the year. 

The Head-master was on leave on medical certificate from the 11th Decem- 
ber 1906 to the 29th March 19(t7 when the Second Master officiated for him. 

100. JJnwersity Examination. — Twenty-seven candidates out of 39 students 
in the First Class in January 1907 were sent up to the Entrance Examination 
held in March 1907. Of these, 2 were natives of the State. 20 of the candi- 
dates or 74 per cent, passed ; one in the 1st Division, 14 in the 2nd Division 
(two of them being natives) and 5 in the 3rd. 

In 1 904-05, of the 19 students sent up, 12 passed : three in the 1st, five 
in the 2nd and four in the 3rd Division. 

101. Discipline. — No case of breach of discipline was reported during 
the year. 

102. Physical Educatkm. — The students were encouraged in sports and 
gymnastic exercises. Many of the students take great interest in Football. 
It is their favourite game.

The table speaks for itself and shews how so large a sum as Rs. 8,663 was 
obtained by the settlement of Khas jotesand other Khas lands, and how with 
the increase of Es. 618 obtained by the resettlement of jotes abandoned in 
previous years, it not oidy made up the decrease due to relinquishment and 
cancellation of leases of jotes, but tdso more than compensated for the loss in 
revenue on aocoimt of diluvion and acquisition 6f land for public purposes. 
The value of land has considerably increased, everywhere. But still owdn^ to 
floods and encroachments of rivers, there must always be some bad jotes ; it is 
such jotes that are relinquished or have Iq be made Shae under &e Revenue 
Sale Act. The matter is fully gone inm in the course of my inspections. 
In my last rqiort I stated how the gradual development m trade 
been increasing the importance .H&ts and 0hAts. The figm^s given 
above shew that in the year of r^rt the increase obtabied ly the settlement 
of Syrat Mehals was so large as Rs. 8,666, while the decrease Iras Es. 2,635 
only.

It will be seen that the collections exceeded the current demand in 
Sub-divisions Tufangunj and Dinbata and fell off in the other three Sub- 
divisions, though the decrease in the Sadder Sub-division amounted to Bs. 733 
only, and it would have been taade up unless it hsid become necessary to grant 
suspension towards the close of the year to an involved estate under the 
Court of Wards.

amount remitted out of the current demand of Es. 13,74,497 was Es. 2,906 only. 
The above table shews the remissions out of the arrear deihand to he Es. 3,043. 
The total amount remitted was thus Es. 5,948, which represented •4 only of 
the total demand. 

7. Though the flood of August, followed as it was by rise in prices 
of food-grains, caused considerable hardship to the people in many parts 
of the State, the number of jotes advertised for sale for the recovery of 
ari'cars of revenue came down from 3,904 in 1906-06 to 2,914 in the year of 
report, and the number actually sold from 478 to 406. Many of the sales, 
moreover, were voluntarily brought about with the object of avoi^ng the 
necessity for the institution of cases for mutation of names. Of the sales held, 
104 wore cancelled under the provisions of the law. The working of the 
Eevenue Sale Law thus caused very little hardship. The total amount of 
penalties recovered was Es. 3,230-5-6, of which Es. 764-16-1 1 was paid to the 
auction-jmrchasers. 

8. With the 239 cases under the Public Demands Eecovery Act pending 
at tlie close of the imevious year, the number for disposal during the year of 
report was 1,195, covering arrears amounting to Rs. 65,463-9-1, out of which 
Rs. 49,763-7-3 was adjusted. 176 cases remained pending at the close of the 
year.

The total decrease in the number of processes is 103 only and is chiefly 
due to decrease in the number of Sale Istahars. The learnings decreased by 
lls. 242 and the expenditure by Es. 414. The net gain to the State after 
deducting the amount of expenditure from the total eainings, was Es. 61>7. 
Babu Earn Narayan Sirkar continued to act as Nazir and no Naib Nazir was 
appointed in his place, as I wanted to see if some permanent saving in expenditure 
^ould be caused. Tlie permajnent Nazir, Babu Kali Kumar Chatterjee's services 
have been lent under Your Highness’ sanction to the estate of Babu Saraju 
Proshad Singh, the son of Babu Kuladip Narayan Singh. 

16. Communication Improvement Cess . — There are 199 Lakheraj and 
Mokarari holdings assessed under the Cess Act; the current cess demand for them 
amounted, as in the previous year, to Es. 1,941. Together with an arrear 
demand of Es. 46, the total demand was Es. 1,987, of which, with an excess 
payment of Es. 70, Rs. 2,015 was collected . and Es. 9 remitted. The balance 
at the close of the year amounted to Es. 33 only.

18, CtopB md Co^Uon of Peojjfe.~The total rainfall recorded at th® 
Sadder Station during, ?ithe year of report was 1^*38 inches against 181*61 of 
the previous year, shes^iug an iucreafe of I'*?? inches. But unfortunately the 
rain was ut»t evenly distributed. There was no rain in the month of April. 
This retarded the cultivation of early rice, and then again, when the young plants 
appeared, heavy and incessant showers in the middle of Iday prevented weeding 
opeiratibhs from being successfully carried out, and in many fields they 
were choked mth rank vegetation. Thp fall from the middle of May was at first 
very seasonable for the winter rice ; seedlings could be successfully reared andthe 
lands prepared in time. But a short time after the transplantation had been 
fimshedinthe majority of the fields, a high flood swept over the fend in the begin- 
ning of August It had beeu raining very heavily for the past few weeks, and the 
whole country was thoroughly soaked with the 80 inches of rain which it had 
received during June and July. All the rivers in the State suddenly and 
simultaneously rose very high, and a large portion of the State was submerged. 
There was a tremendous rush of water at places, and it seemed as if the whole 
river system of tlie State would undergo a change. The fields, and in some 
cases the homesteads of the ryots, remiinad under water for days together, 
and the misery entailed on men and cattle was very great. The seedlings 
that had been transplanted were in some instances wholly destroyed, while 
there were also cases in which tliose that yet rem lined in the nurseries, 
which are usually made on lands of a higher level, were also lost. The Bitri 
had not been wholly gathered and taken home when the country received the 
dire visitation ; it was not only the portion of the crop which had not been 
cut, but in tracts in which the flood was high, even some pf the crops already 
gathered suffered damage. Transplantation of winter rice was, however, renewed 
with the subsidence of* the waters, and even in many cases the work was 
successfully carried ovit in fields in which it had once before been finished and 
the crop destroyed, amd particularly in those fields which had been covered 
over by a depo.sit of rich and fertilising loam. There were very scanty showers 
^during September, and though the country was blessed with raift at the begin- 
ning of October, it failed altogether from the latter lialf of that month at. 
the very time when it was most needed. The outturn of winter rice wa,s 
not, therefore, satisfactory, being estimated at about 10 annas in the average. 
The jpte, however, hjwi reared its head far above the level of the waters and 
it could not be injured by the flood. Tlie area under the cultivation of this crop 
had. also increased by more than 20 per cent, during the year. Inspite of the 
difficulties at the initial stages of cultivation, this crop yielded a fair average 
outturn of 14 annas. In the S udder Sub-division it is estimated at even 16 
ann^. The outturn of Bitri, as far as the people could really avail themselves 
of it, did not probably exceed 8 annas in the average m the whole State. 
The rainfall in Ootober had helpea the preparation of lands for tobacco and 
the other winter crops, and in spite of the total failure of rain during the next 
three months, there were fairly good crops both of tobacco and mustard-seed ; 
the outturn of the former was 13 annas and that of the latter 11 annas. As 
regards the minor crops, Cheena and Kaon, the outtuni maybe estimated at 
9 annas in the case of the former and TO annas in that of the latter. 

19. The price of rice Was veiy high in East Bengal ; large quantities of |>addy 
were, iSierefora, exported there in boats; The result was that very little local 
rice came to the Hhts and for a very long time many people had to depend 
upon Twporied rice. The Marwari MahB.ian8 raised the price lust as they 
pl^ed laod there-were many comulainte airainst them. But free trade could 
uot » interfiled with. It was a,iterward8 found that it was the activity of 
th.ei«i ve^ I tatoians in imTOrtlng ric e which saved the peopfe, The breaches 
oh the CwdciTi^ar ^tate KaiiWyWid th^teraporary interruption of traffic on 
ordinaty roads increased the difficulty during August and September. The 
price 01 common rice which rose to 4 in the previous year, never went 
dowm. Eorihff the zains the price fluctuated a go^ deal. It was sometimes 
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Us. 6 and sometimes even Es. 7. In some places it was so hi^ as Es. 8, 
The price of jute was exceptionally high; it commenced with Es, 8 and went 
up to Es. 11. For a short time it was even higher. The market of tobacco 
continued dull. During the busiest season it never exceeded Es. 10, and the 
average rate was Es, 7, as in the previous year. Mustard-seed was sold from 
Es. 4 to Es. 4-8 and mustard-oil at Es. 14 a maund^ 

20. In spite of the rise in the price of food-grains the copdition 
of people possessing lands continued to be prosperous, because they 
derived large profits by the sale of jute and paddy. Even those amongst 
them who had no paddy in stock could easily afford to buy imported rice at a 
high price with the money obtained from jute. But the landless classes of the 
pcoj)le and the lowly paid State servants suffered very much. The grain 
compensation allowance paid to the latter relieved them to a certain extent. 
With the rise in ^ho prices of food-grains, prices of otlier articles and the wages 
of laborers increased. A good deal of distress was caused by the floods in 
August to which reference wdll be made in another place. It was fortunate 
tliat the floods were; not succeeded by the breaking out of any epidemic disease 
during the cold weather. 

21. Emigration — The numbers of emigrants and immigrants for each 
Suh-division during the year under report, as ascertained by the Police 
and verified by the Canoongoes, are shewn below : —

It is the people who have not got lands who generallj^ leave their homes 
and try and secure lands in the Duars. In Mekhligunj the encroachment of 
the Teesta on its west bank made several people homeless ; they were obliged 
•to go elsewhere. But it will be observed that after deducting the number of 
])eople who immigrated from that of emigrants, we lost 22 people only. 

22. Tonrs . — I visited Mathabhanga and camped at Ghoksadanga, whence 
I saw the Taluks which had suffered most from the flood of August. I went 
next to Tufangunj and camped in the north-eastern part of that Sub-division 
in order to see the Khas lands which bad been excluded from the 11 eserve Forest. 
The Sub-divisional Slation of Dinbata was also visited. I attended some 
meetings of the ('ouncil at Darjeeling during my stay there with the permis- 
sion of Your Highness.

t Jlane-table survey in the revenue area of the town proper was 
flnishMoy the end of April 1906 and the topographical survey of the outskirts, 
including Khagrabaii, Khanmala Khagraban and Guriahati, on the Slst May 
following. 'Ihe prepartion of settlement papers was then taken in hand and 
completed. The opefations were finally wound up with effect from the Ist of 
March last Full details regarding the derations and the results obtmned 
will be i^venin the Settlement Oompletion Report of the town, whidi is under 
pi-eparation ; M the meantime the most important points are-hriefiy dealt with 
below. 

30. Tlie total area surveyed, including the town and its suburbs, was 10*17 
square miles. The area of the town, including Nilkuti and the Railway 
Station compound, was found to be 4,878 Bigahs 6 Cottas 4 Dhurs or 2*5 
square miles, of which 683 Bighds 14 Cottas 15 Dhurs and 82 Bighas 2 Cottas 
17 Dhurs are covered by Nilkuti and the Railway Station respectively. The 
town proper, exclusive of Nilkuti and the Railway Station, measured 4,112 Bighas 
7 Cottas 12 Dhurs, of which 1,M4 Bighas 1 Cotta 18 Dhurs represented the 
assessed, and 2,568 Bighas .5 Cottas 14 Dhurs the unassessed area. In the 
assessed area is included 85 Biglias 13 Cottas 2 Dhurs of land which had been 
added after its rates had been revised in the course of the Rakam Charcha 
Settlement of the Pergunah ; this land did not.therefore come within the scope 
of the present operations The land which actually came under tlie resettlement 
operations, was, therefore, 1,468 Bighas 8 Cottas 16 Dhurs. In the unassessed area 
are included 213 Bigha 11 Cottas 6 Dhurs of Rent-free, 219 Bighas 16 Cottas 
10 Dhurs of Petbhata, ^6 Bighas 15 Cottas 18 Dhurs of Jagir and 21 Bighas 
4 Cottas 14 Dhurs of Mokarari or permanently settled lands.

TUe Palace and its Compound were shewn ia one separate sheet. The total 
number of sheet maps of the different portions of the town and its suburbs, 
prepared by the plane table, was 25. All these have been bound together into 
one volume of atlas. A congregated mi^ of Jhe Whole area surveyed was 
also picpared on a scale of 16 inches to a mile, shewing every one of the 4914 
plots of land into which the town proper had been divided for revenue purposes. 
The sheet maps were drawn On a scale of 32 inches to a nule. 

35. Ill accordance with the orders passed by Your Highness in Council, all 
lands situated on the north of the llazrapara Eoad up to its junction with the 
Smasaii lload, together with the portion on the west of tliat road and extending 
up to the Torsa, were settled at a uniform rate of Es. 8 per Bigha. The portion 
situated on the south of the above and north of the track leading from the 
Torsa to the Godown Eoad and the track joining the Godown Eoad with the 
Bengchatra Eoad, was settled at the rate of Es. 6 per Bigha, and the remaining 
portions of the fowa Taluk at the rates adopted for the resettlement of the 
State.

Of the total of 1458 Bighas 8 Cottas 16 Dlnirs, 112 Bighas 10 Bhurs were 
newly settled at a Jama of Es. 1,495-10-6. The greater part of this lay in 
blocks III and IV, mz., in the portion lying lietwoen the Pranta Eoad and the 
Gordon Eoad in which several new Bustees have of late sprung up. The old 
dirty Bustec of sweepers and other low class people, known as the Mehterpara 
block, was removed from the side of the Pranta Road some'avay into the interior of 
the block, and the .site thus obtained was sctthid at the frontage rate of annas 12 
per running cubit. Some Bustees were also removed froift the site which is 
now occupied l)y the Victoria College and the Jenkins’ School. The Avhole of 
the portion known as the Shibbari quarter of tlie town had been taken up for 
•improvement long ago. Wlien the raising of the ground was fmislied, peojjle 
huilt houses in it but no formal settlement was concluded. This was done in 
the course of these operations.

38 The Debutter and Lakheraj lands of the Eati Deb Estate, as well as 
some other rent-free lands, were surveyed in itetail and the usual settlement papers 
in respect of them prepared on receipt of the customary fees. ^ ^ 

rA^AiVaii logether with 92 cases pending from the previous year, and 14 cases 
received from other Courts, the total numbe^ of cases for disposal came up 
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to 84i9> of TSfefefc 887 weise disposed of and 12 traorferred to the lUlalcntohery on 
the abolition of the S^ettlement Office. * 

40. I was quite satisfied with Babu R»matha Nath Chatterjee’s work in 
the Settlement Department. He has acquired much valuable experience which 
will be of very great use both to him and the State. 


SECTION in.— EXCISE KEVBNTJE. 


41. Owing chiefly to increase in the annual demand for outstills and 
country liquor shops the current demand of Excise Kevenue rose from 
118.1,12,300 in 1906-06 to Rs. 1,13,296 in the year of report. The arrear 
demand amounted to Rs. 162, which made up the total demand of Rs. 1,13,448, 
out of which Rs. 1,13,316 was collected and Rs. 107 written*o£E. The balance 
at the close of the year amounted to Rs. 26. The variations in the collections 
are explained below ; — 

(1) Country Spirit . — Increase Rs. 6,076. There was a revival of 

competition amongst some of the Abkars ; outstills and country 
liquor shops could, therefore, be settled on favorable terms. This 
accounts for the increase. It appears that the increase over the 
average of 6 previous years was Rs. 4,241. As will be noticed 
below, the increase in consumption of imported liquors has much 
decreased ; this has no doubt also contributed to the increase of 
revenue from country spirit. 

(2) Imported Spirit . — Tliere was an increase of Rs. 208 in license-fees 

owing to the rate of monthly fee for each shop, which was before 
Rs. 4, being raised to Rs. 8. But owing to decrease in consump- 
tion from 2452 to 1676| bottles, the collections on account 
of duty, jvhich is levied at the rate of annas 6 per bottle, fell off 
from Rs. 919-8 in 1905-06 to Rs. 591-3 in the year of report. 
The aiprage decrease during the last 6 years has amounted to 
1864^ bottles in consumption and Rs. 696 in duty. The manu- 
facture of country spirit of a better quality in the town of Cooch 
Behar, where the comsumption is the largest, chiefly accounts 
for the decrease. As reported before, many persons still obtain* 
supplies for their ow'n consumption direct from Calcutta. The 
Malcutchery Naib Ahilkar remarks in his report that the 
Swadesi movement is said to be also responsible for the decrease 
to a certain extent. 

(3) Gmja , — There was an increase of Rs 151-9-3 in license-fees; but 

there was a great decrease in consumption. The decrease, as 
shown in the books, was from 68 maunds 23 seers 4 chattaks to 
66 maunds 21 seers. These figures do not exactly convey r correct 
idea of the amount of decrease, as during a part of 1905-06 choor 
as well as other sorts of Ganja containing twigs were used, while 
during the year of report the drug which could be obtained 
was choor Ganja only. StiU there can be no doubt of there having 
been a large decrease in the consumption of this intoxicating sub- 
stance, resulting in a decrease of 4,732 in the collections. The 
decrease is due to rise in the price of food-grains, owing to 'Wiich 
poor people had not much money to jpare, and also to the rise 
in the price of Ganja in the Rajshahilpistriot. 

(4/ Opium . — There were increases of Bs 84 under license-fees and of 
Rs 806 under duty. The increase in duty is chiefly observable 
in Sub-division Tufangunj, where, possibly, owing to larger clear- 
ances and the opening up of the country, people find it easier 
to obtain supplies frojn our shops than, as wfore, in those in the 
neighbouring British Districts. 

42. The usual statement shewing the demand, collection and balance 
mdejr each head Cf revenue is hereto appended.

jurisdictions. I also visited some shops in the course of my tour. The Naib 
Ahilkar of Tufangunj has brought to special notice the tact displayed by his 
Excise Mohurir in detecting a case of smuggling and briuging the offender 
to justice.

46. The charge of the Treasury lay with Babu Harendra jfarayan Chow- 
dhury throughout the year excepting for two weeks fifim the 12th April, 
when he was deputed to Tufangunj for the settlement of the boundary near 
Cldiat ^ra Laukuti, and the charge remained with Babu Praiuatha Nath 
Chatterjee, Malcutchery Naib Ahilkar. 

47. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs, 9,67,279-14-2, of which 

Rs. 7,52,622-3-1 belonged to the State, Rs. 1,46,874-13-7 to Funds and Deposits 
the remainder, iiamel^y "Es, 68,382-13-6, to the GoTemment of Beagal. 
The closing balance on the 31st March 1907 stood at Hs. 9, 84, 067-10-11, divided

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63. Towards the close of the year a reform was initiated in the ma^r 
closing the Treasury books just on the last open day oi^ March, thus pu'^tihg 
a stop to the old practice of keeping them open for some days after the dose 
of the year for receipt of money. This reform was accomplished without the 
slightest inconvenience either in the Treasury or in the Sub-divisions, and my 
acknowledgments are due to the Heads of the several departments who 
helped me in carrying it out. 

64. A system of devolution has also been introduced from the beginning 
of the current official year in the matter of payment of Sub-divisional bills, 
which, with a few exceptions, are now paid from the respective Sub-Treasuries, 
It is hoped the new system would work well. 

65. I have again to testify to the ability with which Babu Harendra 
Narayan Chowdhury discharged his duties. Babu Ilajani Kanta Chucker- 
butty, B. A., Accountant, and Babu Basanta Kumar Ray, Treasurer, have 
been very favorably reported upon by him. 


SECTION V.-OFFIOES AT THE RAJBARI. 

66. Tlie charge of the Duar Office rested with Babu Rajani Kanta 
Bhowmik from the beginning of the year till the 11th June, and with Babu 
Jotindra Mohan Sen Gupta during the remainder of the year. Babu Chandra 
Kamal Lahiri, who had been under suspension from the 6th November 1906 
owing to irregularities committed by him, was, under Your Highness’ orders, 
dismissed from the State service from the date of his suspension. The subject 
of re-organising the Duar office and abolishing the post of Duar Mokhtear is now 
under the consideration of Your Highness. The J)uar Mokhtear has at 
present to devote more time to the work of supervising the Debutter Depart- 
ment than to Household work. I have submitted a scheme dealing fully with 
details, into which it is not necessary to enter here. 

67. During the year under report the total expenditure of the Duar 
Department on account of allowances &c., was Rs. 78,813 and that of the 
Dharmadhyakhya Department Rs. 86,208, against Rs. 78,164 (inclusive of 
a refund of Rs. 250) and Rs. 3.3,827, respectively, of the previous year. Not- 
withstanding the increased allowance granted to the Madhyam Aye Gharani, 
*the grain compensation allowance and bonus paid to the lowly paid State Officers 
and others, and some additional expenditure under contingencies for the Tosha- 
khana, amounting in all to Rs. 3,232, the net increase in the expenditure of 
the Duar Department was small, because there were large savings in the 
Duar Mokhtear’s pay. The increase in the Dharmadhyakhya Department 
was due to increase under “ Religious Performances ” and “ Periodical pujas, ” 
chiefly caused by the high prices of the year, and to the payment of grain 
compensation allowance and lionus. 

68. Forty-one poor boys received education allowance, of whom 18, as 
in the previous year, were natives of the State. One stipend-holder, Babu 
Govinda Sankar Sarvadhyakhya, was the first Native Brahmin among Your 
Highness’ subjects, who passed the B. L. Exanaination during the year. 

69. Your Highness left for Darjeeling on the 14th May and returned 
to the capital on the 19th November. Your Highness again left for Calcutta 
on the 1st December and returned here on the 9th February. Her Highness 
the Maharani c. i., returned from England on the 13th March last, 

60. His Honour Sir Andrew Fraser, M.A., L.L.D., K.c.s.1., Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, paid a visit to the State on the 23rd November. His 
Honour was shown over the State Council, the Council and Malcutohery Record 
Offices, the J ail, the Treasury and the experimental tobacco farm at Nilkothi. 

61. Maharajkumar Raj Rajendra Narayan was appointed an Additional 
Member of the State Council, both on the Judicial and the Executive side. 

62. Ma,harajkumar8 Jitendra Narayan and Victor Nityendra Narayan were 
in the Imperial Cadet Corps when the year (dosedJ Maharajkumar Hitendra 
Narayan returned from England. The question of giving spedal training 
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to the younger Mabarftjkumars in different subjects has been lately engaging 
Your Highness’ careful attention. 

68. Kalahmti Aye, a lady attached to the Andarof the late Maharaja 
Harendra Karayan Bhup Bahadur, who was residing at Benares, died during 
the year. 

64 The number of patients treated at the Ayurvedic Dispensary during 
the year was 10,171. The average daily attendance was 80'18 against 27*8 
of tbe previous year. The system of account-keeping in proper form has 
been enforced. This has increased the clerical work and necessitated the 
appointment of a compounder. This institution continues to do much good 
work. 

65. The Puneah Darbar was held on the 9th May. All Pujas, daily and 
periodical, and i^radhs were duly performed. Altogether 31,^9 peojde, or about 
86 persons on an average per diem, were fed at the Thakurbaries. The number of 
people who received their food at the Anandamayi Dharmasala was 8,259 ; of 
these, 1,503 were also lodged there. The festivities connected with the Bash J atra 
w’ere a complete success and continued to be popular amongst all classes of 
the people. The Duar Mokhtear remarks as follows in connection with the 
subject. : — 

“ Likewise the Bash Puja of the year was unique in its success. The Krishnagar figures, 
which were exhibited for show on the occasion, were beautifully grouped in artistical position, 
which gave the whole Thakurbari a highly picturesque view. The premier Bioscope party of 
( 'alcutta was called out, which for two nights entertained a gathering of about .80,000 people 
with excellent performances. '* People as far from Jalpaiguri and Dinajpur, not speak of 
those from every part of the State, wore attracted hero by tlie report of the festivities of the 
Bash Puja, which has now grown to be the most popular festival of the State. Indeed the 
Bash Puja deserves every encouragement. ” 

66. In my last report I stated how many reforms had been introduced by 
Babu Harendra Narayan Chowdhury, Sudder Naib Ahilkar, and Babu Bajani 
Kanta Bhowmic, Offg.* Duar Mokhtear. I am glad Babu Jotindra Mohun Sen 
Gupta B.L., Offg. Duar Mokhtear, also performed his duties with zeal andintel- 

tligence. The work^f supervising the Pujas and the distribution of eatables 
lln the Thakurbaris and the Anandamayi Dharmasala was very well done. 


SECTION VI — MISCELLANEOUS. 

67. Benares . — ^The only lady who was residing in Benares at the close 
of the previous year, was Kalamati Aye Kanya, belonging to the Andar of 
Maharaja Harendra Narayan Bhup Bahadur. She died lately. 

68. During the year of report, the State Agent in Benares disbursed 

Bs. 11,478, against 11,280 of the previoiis year, on account of allowances of 
persons residing there, maintenance of Thakurbaries and repair of houses. Owing 
to rise in the price of food-grains, Your Highness in Council was pleased to make 
an additional grant for the maintenance of Your Highness’ Chhatra and to 
sanction the payment, as in Cpoch Behar, of bonus and grain compensation 
allowance for nine months fronf April, to the lowly paid servants of the State. 
The State Agent, Bahu Syama Gharan Sanyal, continues to work satisfactorily. 
Your Highness has been again pleased to ^nt him another extension, j[or two 
years in appreciation of his faithful services. " 

69. Bunders , — In my previous report I stated how the Haldibari Bunder, . 
had been gradually declining owing to the opening out of other orAtes for the 
jute trade. It is well known that the greater portion of the jute purchased by 
the merchants at Haldibari comes from British Territory on the west; some 
of this jute . has been going to Siliguri and some to Ohilahati, In 1905-06 
I observed that the further decline of the Bunder had been arrested. During 
the year of report One new firm vus opened. The price of jute fluctuated 
mu(m during the year ; but on the whole it was very nigh, as has been sta^ 
in anoti^er portion of this report. Hhe outturn was good ; the quantity 
which came to the market, however, was not so large as in the previous year. 
The result was that the numbwr’of jute <»rt8 came down from66,866ln 1905-06 
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to ^,943 in the year of i®p(Hft. The deefease of 6,423^ 

great extent by the inorease in the number other <wtfl, pairtiottlarly i^toae 
carrying tobacco, which rose from 546 to 4,125, This indhase in tobaoco oarta 
was due to the fact that under a misappreheafnion only carts cominjg with 
tobacco for sale in the Bimder used to be taxed before, those bringing tobacco 
bought elsewhere being exempted. This misapprehension was'remoTM during 
the year on the representation of the Naib Ahilkar. The total number of ear^ 
of all sorts, for which tolls were collected, was 67,212 against 68,069 of the 
previous year, resulting in a slight decrease in the collections from 
Its. 8,508 10 to Es. 8,401-8. A small amount of Es. 19-9-6 was, besides, ^edit- 
ed as miscellaneous receipts. The cost of establishment and contingent dmrges 
amounted to Es. 1,687-14-3 and the net gain to the State to Es. 6,833*>3-3. 
For the convenience of the merchants a new gate was opened on the soufh. 
The period of the revenue settlement of Haldibari having expired, the question 
of re-settlemeht is under considemtion. 

70, Owing to the qccuri’ence of a riot at the Dewangunj Hdt many arrests 
had to be made, which caused dissatisfaction amongst some influential people who 
tried to injure the Il&t. The Zemindar of Clmtnai took advantage of this 
circumstance and tried his best to improve the condition of the rival Hilt of 
Tiiakurgunj in British Territory, situated within a distance of six miles. His 
men prevented people forcibly from coming to Dewangunj and adopted other 
unlawful means. The result was that our Hat declined a good deal. A re- 
presentation was made by me to the Magistrate of Eungpur. The Naib 
Ahilkar of Mekligunj visited Dewangunj several times and a ministerial officer 
was located there to see that no dissatisfactioji was caused amongst the people. 
The Ijardar of the H&t, who had raised the Jama from Es. 3,000 to so largo an 
amount as Es. 6,500, filed an Istafa which was accepted. I am glad to state 
that Dewangunj has recovered much of its old prosperity ; but it is premature 
yet to say M'hat will happen during the coming jute season. The fact is, the 
opening of the road from Thakurgunj to Chilahati has raised the importance of 
the latter market, and it is feared a part of the jute traffic will be diverted* 
there. The Dewangunj H^t was settled at a Jama of Es. 3,500 from the 
beginning of the current year with Blielang Das, who, it is expected, will take 
interest in its welfare. 


‘ 7 1 . At Changrabanda a few new shops were opened and the condition of the 

Bunder is now flourishing. Mekligunj, which at one time was the healthiest 
Sub-divisional station in the State, has, as already reported, deteriorated a good 
deal owing to the shifting of the course of the Teesta. A special grant has 
been sanctioned for improving the drainage. There was a teak plantation in 
the heart of the town, which has lieen uprooted under the order of the Super- 
intendent of the State. The Post Office has been lately combined with a 
Telegraph Office. This is an improvement which will remove a great want. 


72. I was glad to observe some signs of improvement at the 
Bunder at Mathabhanga when I visited it in January Iftst. The value 
expoi’ts from the Bunder during the year up to the date of my visit, as estimated 
by the Mahajans, amounted to Es. 6,61,016 an^that of imports to Es. 9,32,898, 
against Es. 4,41,036 and Es. 6,96,162, respectriifey, of the previous year. In the 
above figures the values of tobacco and jute exported amount to Bs. 2,46,470 
and Es. 2,79,142 and of those imported to Es. 8,08,741 and Es. 4,92460 
respeetkely. The rise in the prices of jute and tobacco axd the rapid ’exten- 
sion of the jute tmde account for the increase. It is noteworthy that value of 
jute brought to the Bunder has already exceeded that of tobacco, whicdi at 
termed the most important article of merchandise in Mathabhmum. ©te 
figures given above may not be thoroughly reliable.

The levying of tolls on 
earts t^g^ng jute and tobacco to the Bxmder was sanctioned by the Council 
and the right to ooll^ the tolls was leased out. It was decid^ that Rs. 600 
was to be annually paid out of the latna obtained to the local Town Com- 
mittee in view of the increased expenditure to be incurred by that body in 
improving the roads in the town lute ta?ade was very brisk at Baksbuhat 
in Sub-division Tufangunj. One pressing macbiue has been already working 
there. lute is sent down in boats from the Bunder. Balarampur is also 
flounshing. 

74. The Town Committee of Dinhata have been engaged in the work of 
metalling the roads. This town has been increasing much in size and import- 
ance. The opening of the Shutunga Bridge will prove advantageous to Matha- 
bhanga ; the Town Committee there too will have to spend another large sum 
on metalling the roads. Improvements have also been made at Saldibari. 

76. Fairs — ^The toll collections at the Haldibari Bair amounted to 
Rs. 1,624 and those at the Fulbari Fair to Rs. 299 against Bs. 1,496-12 and 
Rs. 286-15, respectively, of the previous year, shewing slight increases in both 
the places. The largest increase was obtained at the Dinhata Fair where 
Rs. 3,262 was realised against Rs. 2,025 ol the previous year. The increase 
was due chiefly to increase in the number of up-country bullocks sold. The 
new Mela established at Guaraderhilt in Sub-division Tufangunj brought in 
a revenue of Rs. 1 70 and the jama for the Gadadhar Fair was Rs. 201. 

76. Grazing tolls . — The Naib Ahilkar of Tufangunj realised Rs. 1,773-2 
against 1,693-4 on account of tolls on buffaloes grazing on khas lands in his 
Suh-division. 

77. Coocli Behar Town . — In section II of this report, I have already 
dealt witli the work done in connection with the re-settlement of the town. 
Tlie operations have •been completed and the new settlement has come into 
force witli effect from the beginning of the current year. Together with an 
arrmr demand of "Rs. 2,044, the total demand for the town of Cooch Behar 
|during the year of report amounted to Rs. 18,787 against Bs. 19,111 of the 
Iprevious year, shewing a decrease of Rs. 324, which was chiefly due to decrease 
fin the arrear demand. Inclusive of an excess payment of Re. J , Rs. 16,35(1 

was collected and Rs. 71 written off. The balance at the close of the year, 
as shewn in the Tauji, amounted to Rs, 2,367. The greater portion of it 
was, however, only a paper balance, which was not really due. There wore 
several holdings which had been taken up, hut the Jamas for which had not 
lieen struck out ; the result was that the revenue for these holdings continued 
to be shewn in the Tauji. The whole matter hfts been cleared up in the 
course of the new settlement and irrecoverable balances will be struck out 
under sanction. 


^ report nmrked by one of the greatest 

visitations, namely, the flood. Though in particular places it was not so high 
as some previous floods, the <kmage and suffering caused by it were greater 
than those done by any other flood within the memory of the present genera- 
tion, It resembled in some respects the flood of 1878 which also was heavy. 
There was a heavy downpour during May, June and July, the qmintity 
registered at the Sudder Station being over 100 inches, of which more than 
44 inches fell in July alone. This was followed by about 13 inches of rain 
daring the flrst thnwa days of August accompanied by a heavy downpour in the 
hllb. The result was that all the rivers and water diannels, which had 
already become full, simdltaneoasly rose on the 3rd and 4tix August and 
ova^ooded the country around. The flood was, however, the highest on the 
Tdrsa ; the, drained by it suflbred tbue most. The greatest damage was

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could not run on any part of our Railway from the 5th to the 8th August 
andlstand 2nd class passengers could bo trolliedoyer from the 0th. The 
Calcutta 2dail could not come to Cooch Behar, nor could the Down Mm'] lie 
sent from the 4th to the 6th. Even telegraphic communication was stopped for 
24 hours on the 6th. During the time the flood lasted, the suffering of men 
and beast in the affected tracts was very great. In many 'places the houses 
were completely under water ; Machant, or raised bamboo platforms, within 
the huts often proved very useful. Many people had to move with their 
families to high embankments. Three losses of human life were reported. 
In the average about 4 annas of the Bitri paddy was destroyed and the Ha^anti 
rice too suffered. Your Highness in Council was pleased to sanction the grant 
of Tuccavi loans aggregating Rs. 6,000 and gratuitous relief amounting to 
Rs. 1,600, to people living in the 28 Taluks of Mathabhanga refeiTed to above. 
This proved a grQp,t boon. Prices of food-grains rose unusually high after 
the flood, the price of common rice going up to Rs. 8. As I have stated in 
another portion of the report, there was great distress amongst the people 
particularly those belonging to the labouring class. * 

The flood appears to have caused some change in the course of the Torsa. 
The channel near the town has now got more life and the water in the one 
passing by Rashidanga and Dinhata has not been so deep as before. But in 
the case of this erratic river it is difficult to say what will happen in another 
year. ^ 

^ 79. ^Experimental Cultwation of Cotton. — The cultivation was continued 
during the year under report. About 7 Bighas of land was selected for the 
purpose in the town of Cooch Behar and about a Bigha in the Sub-divisional 
town of Mathabhanga. Tree cotton seeds from Mourbhunj, and seeds of the 
Dharwar- American, Broach and Naosari varieties were sown. The Naib 
AhUkar of Mathabhanga also obtained some Egyptian seeds. It is premature 
yet to pronounce any opinion as regards the adaptibility of the soil of Cooch 
Behar to any one of the different varieties of seeds mentibned above. Both the 
Dharwar- American and the tree cotton varieties grown in the Cooch Behar 
farm were found to yield cotton white and silky in appeara'hce with pretty long 
staple. The specimens were shewn to the late Mr. N. G. Mukeriee of the 
Bengal Agriculture Department, who thought them to be good and parti- 
cularly admired the tree cotton on account of its long staple. The tree cotton

I HAVE the honour to submit herewith the Financial Report for 
the year 1906-07. 

2. When the budget estimate for the year 1906-07 was framed with a 
revenue of Rg. 23,{^,216 and an expenditure of Rs. 23,10,892, it was expected 
that the year would close with a eurpluB of Rs. 45,327. But the expenditure 
which was sanctioned during the year and after the budget had been passed 
was so heavy that not only did it absorb the whole of the surplus and the 
increase in revenue, but it presented a heavy defldt of Rs. 6§,086) when the 
revised estimate was prepared. This estimate shews that lie revenuoiyof 
Rs. 28,95^72 was better than the original esthnate by Rs. 88,853 and lhat 
the expenditure of Rs. 24,63,108 was greater Imn the original estimate by 
Es. 1,62,216. The large eipenditure w^ch has caused a deficit budget was 
necessary in consequenoe of the purchase of Silver Spring at Daijee&g, the 
tobacco cultivation, the Rood damages to the Railway lines and His Highness’s 
additumal expenses. , * 

8. And while the revised estimate presented such a gloomy prospect

EXPENDITURE. 


5. While the expenditure for the year under report amounting to 
Rs. 24,19,482 18 less than the revised estimate by Ks. 43,02G, it is nevertheless 
heavy because after meeting the expenditure on account of bonus and grain 
compensation allowance out of the provision for Reserve Fund, it exceeded 
the original budget by .so much as Rs. 1,08,590. The cause of this excess 
though briefly stated in paragniph 3 when comparing the revised estimat(* 
with the original budget, is again mentioned here giving the amount of sucli 
excess in each case. 

Ills Highness the Maharaja Bhup Bahadur had drawn Rs. 44,913 more 
than the amount allotted for his personal expenditure, the total ex|»enditure 
on His Highness’s account amounted to Rs. 4,59,368 out of which Rs. 64 455 
was for the adjustment of the advances which Hfs Highness had taken from 
the Gooch Behar Treasury in previous years. The Shooting Camp required 
lls. 14,856 over and above the original grant of Rs. 16,000, the increase was 
partly due to the price of a Motor car having been charged to Shooting Camp 
budget, while Maharaj Kumar Raj Rajendra Narayon bad Rs. 26,000 or 
Rs. 2,000 in excess of the grant originally sanctioned. The Profit and Loss 
account shewed an increase of Rs. 1,700 a.s the interest on certain loan had 
to be written off. The increasing sale of Jail manufactures necessitated the 
purchase of raw materials to a large extent for which Rs. 10,861 tras ex- 
pended against Rs. 7,000 originally provided. The expenditure under Pubb'e 
M orks shewed an increase of Rs. 27,187. This would have been still large 
if tbe greater portion of tbe provision for electric light installation in the 
1 alacc bad not lapsed owing to non-arrival of the new liattery. TTie cause

The expenditure on original works was for the construction of a house 
on Castleton site for which Es. 2,014 was paid in ptirt in the year under 
report and for certain works in Oak Lodge, Altamont Villa No. I, Chevremont 
I and II, Kenmure Point, Monteagle Villa I; for aU those .Es. 2,196 was 
expended. • 

The cash balance of the Estate on 31st December 1906 amounted to 
E*8. 10,903 and the unadjusted advances on the same date was Es. 728. 
The balance of unrealized rent was Es. 2,882. During the year the estate 
remitted into the Gooch Bohar Treasuiy Es. 13,182 out of its income. 

9. i'liaUajat Estates . — The collections of this Estate amounted to 
Es. 4,47,608 which was better than the revised estimate by Es. 27,660.

The increase of Rs. 60,000 
was due to the part credit of the price of the Simla property to the above fund. 
The total amount invested in Government and other securities amounted to 
Rs. 6,27,600 on 31st March 1907. The cash balance of the fund on the same 
data stood at Rs. 300. 

14. Darjeeling Fire Insurance Fund.— During the year under report, 
the Darjeeling Estate paid Rs. .3,000 towards the above fund. The total 
amount invested iu Government securities on account of the above fund 
was Rs. 9,800, and the pash balance on 31st Match 1907 stood at Rs. 116.

26. The total amount of revenue for 1906-07, as compared with that 
for 1906-06, shews an increase of Ite 63,.')25 as will be seen from the above 
statement. I now explain briefly the cause of the difference under each head 
of the above statement. 

The increase under I— Household was due to large credit under “Interest 
on Children and Reserve Eunds,” while that under II— General Revenue was 
owing to unexpected improvement in the sale of stamps and to better collec- 
tion under Excise. The decrease under III - Law and Justice %va 9 due to the 
falling off in the number of documents presented for registration and the 
increase under IV — Miscellaneous was chiefly owing to a large credit from 
sale of Jail manufactures, the Public Works Department and the Medical 
Department receipts having also contributed to this increase. Owing to 
damages done to crpps in certain Taluks, the collections under V— Dehuttar 
in 19l)6-07 fell short of the amount realized in 1905-06. The difference under 
yi--Hi8 Highness the Maharaja’s Estates and VII— Cooch Behar State Railway 
has been explained m pai^graphs 28 to 31.

28. Darjeelmg Estate . — The rents &c., realized in 1906-07 amounted to 
Rs. 66,679, This was better than the amount credited in the accounts for 
190.5-06 by Rs. 17,655. The increase is mainly due to the fact that the 
receipts for 1905-06 did not represent the collection for the whole year, 
because the Estate fras re transferred in May 1905 and the collection of rents 
dated from that month. The expenditure was Rs. 44,303 against Rs, 45,283 
in 1905-06, shewing a decrease of Rs. 980. 

29. ChaHajat Estate. — The collections for the year under report wero 
Rs 4,47,608 aga.nst Rs 4,.37,3t2 for tlie previous year, shewing an increase of 
R* 10,266. The increase was due to better outturn of paddy and jute and 
to the high price of the latter. 

The expenditure wjis Rs 2,51 ,.'01 against Ra 2,49,439 in 1905-06, shewing 
an incr('ase of Uw 2,0(52. ’J'liis iucreas(s was owing chiefly to the paynuiiit of 
bonus and compensation allowavnce.
